Whereas it is expedient that there should be raised 
by the Municipality of the town of Edruonton the sum 
of $6,070 to enable the Municipality to pay certain 
amounts tenmperiorily borrowed and expended for 
the following purpose that is to sav:—Purchase of 
Chemical fire engine $1,691.55, ‘purchase of hooks 
and ladders aud other tire appratus $825.63, purchase 
of site for Jire hall $500.00, purchase of musical instru- 
ments for fire brigade band $358 90, cost cf construc- 
tion Of bridge over Rat Creek $327.32, and cost of 
and incidental to land expropriated for the purpose 
of improving Jasper Avenue and Namayo Avenue 
$1,967.60 amounting together to 35,671.00 the interest 
whereon amounts to $399 making the total of $6,070.- 
00. 

And whereas the value of the rateable property in 
the Municipality, according to the last revised assess- 
ment roll is $957,863.00. 

And Whereas the amount of the existing debt of 
tne Municipality, other than for current expenses, is 
$22,499.56 (incurred in respect of local and perman- 
ent improyements) and $524.74 for interest thereon 
making together $23,024,10 whereof no part is in 
arrear. 

And whereas it is expedient to borrow the said sum 
of 36,070 by the issue of debentures, the yrlncrpal 
whereof shall be payable within 10 years from the date 
upon which this By-law shall take effect and which 
shall bear interest in the meantime payabje half yearly 
at the rate of five per cent per annum.

The other price will go 
to help to swell the next annual state- 
ment of profit of the C. P. R. How- 
ever, as long as the stuff can be 
sold at ali of course people here should 
not complain. There is every prospect 
of a good demand for hay,of which this 
district hasa more than usually large 
suoply of more than usual good 
quality. With a good demand for oats 
and hay al. winter and. with plenty of 
both to sell and with a local cash mark- 
et for wheat there isa fair prospect of a 
go xl winter's taade.

Str: Having examined the books of 
your company I beg to submit the 
following report, and statements here- 
with enclosed 

The balance sheet and accompanying 
statements, show a dericit of $676.79, 
on the two years business, that being 
the amount of your liabilities in excess 
of assets. 

Toenable you to place the affairs of 
the company before the shareholders in 
a more tangible and easily understood 
form, Ihave added a statement of 
“result of years business” showing a 
reduction of the deficit equivalent to a 
gain of $28.13 for year now ended. 
This is undoubtedly a very small return 
on the amount invested, but it isa step 
in the right direction, and points to a 
more hopeful future as the business 
develops and experience enables you 
nore fully to understand the peculiari- 
ties of its conditions. I hope that this 
statement, in placing before you the 
figures of your income and expenditure 
may enable you to institute measures 
for obtaining an increase of the one or 
reduction of the other to produce a more 
favorable result next year. 1 beg to 
point out the large reduction of your 
liabilities ($2,558 18) which although 
effected almost entirely by a decrease of 
your assets ($2,552.05) still places you 
in a better position financially. In 
this respect special attention should be 
given to the changes froma bank over- 
draft of $250.30 to a deposit on hand 
of $388.33. You have still in your 
hands $1,030 worth of stock and $912 
available for call. Your plant and 
stock in trade are I presume, worth 
what they cost you and now stand at 
figures $901.25 over the full amount of 
your capital stock. 

An inventory has been taken, which 
1 have worked up as fally and fairly as 
information at my disposal would 
admit. It furnishes details of goods 
available for sale, (stock 1n trade) oil, 
tools and material which has been 
charged to running expenses, is now 
deducted from the running expenses of 
the past year, and may be recharged 
and applied to next years business; and 
spare stores, machine fittings, ete., ete., | 
forming part of plant and available for 
use or sale in the future. 

I found your books in good order, 
and have the pleasure of again compli- 
menting Mr. Jellett on his zeal and at- 
tention to your interests.

HOMESTEAD KEGULATIONS 


All even numbered sections excepting 8 and 26 are 
cpen for honiestead entry (160 acres) by any person 
sole head of a family, orany male over the age of 18 
years. 


ENTRY. 

Entry may be made personally at the local land 
office for the district in which the land to be taken 
is situate or if the homesteader desires he may, on 
application to the Minister of the Interior, Ottawa, or 
the Commissiouer of Dominion Lands, Winnipeg, 
reccive authority for some one to be named by the 
intending settlér near the local office to make the 
entry for him. Entry fee $10, or if cancelled land $20. 

DUTIES, 

Under the present law homestead duties may be 
performed in three ways, to be decided on making 
entry: ° 

1. Three years’ cultivation and residence, during 
which period the settler may not be absent for more 


than six months in any one year withont forfeiting 
the entry. 


2. Residence for three vears within two miles of 
the homestead and actual residence for 3 months in 
a habitable house next prior to application for patent. 
Ten acres must be broken the first year after 
entry, 15 acres additional in the second and 15 in 
the third year; 10 acres to be in crop the second 
year, and 25 acres the third year. 

3. A settler may reside anywhere for the first two 
years, in the first year breaking 5 acres, in the second 
cropping said 5 and breaking additional 10,also building 
a habitable house. The entry is forfcited if residence 
is not commenced af the expiration of 2 years from 
date of entry, Thereafter the settler must reside 
upon and cuitivate his homestead for at least six 
months in each year for three years. 


APPLICATION FOR PATENT 


may be made before the local agent, or any home- 
stead inspector. 

Six Mouths’ Notice Must be Given in Writing to the 
Commissioner cf Dominion Lands by a Settler of his 
Intention Prior to Making Application for Patent. 

PRE-EMPTIONS are by law aBoLIsuED, and may 
not be entered for after 1st January, 1890.
